Leak at 
well angers 
officials

Romulus officials received 
news they had been dreading for 
several years when a leak was 
discovered at the site where two 
waste injection wells opened this 
spring. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the 
city was informed by investigators 
at the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality (MDEQ) 
that one of the tanks had leaked 
and that another was emitting 
vapor last week after two manda¬ 
tory inspections confirmed the 
problems. 

“We were told by the MDEQ 
the same day it happened,” he 
said. “There are provisions that 
say they must contact the people 
in the area and the EPA. The 
good news is that the leak was 
caught in a trap they have set up. 
There doesn’t appear to be any 
public health hazard at this time.” 

The wells, which began 
accepting liquid waste in March 
after a long dispute between city 
officials and Environmental 
Disposal Systems (EDS), the com¬ 
pany that owns the tanks, have 
been a point of contention for 
many years. First introduced to

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Former pilot reopens

After the votes were tallied 
Tuesday evening at Romulus City 
Hall, it appears residents were 
wary of new proposals and new 
faces. 

Fbur incumbents for local and 
statewide offices - including 
State Sen. Raymond Basham, 
State Rep. Hoon Yung-Hopgood, 
Wayne County Commissioner Ed 
Boike, and 34th District Court 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green 
were re-elected in a landslide 
vote that included the City of 
Romulus and other communities 
that make up several congres¬ 
sional districts. 

Basham, a Democrat, was re¬ 
elected to his second term as the 
District 8 state senator by a 3-1 
margia In Romulus, he received 
6,382 votes, versus the 1,167 


received by his opponent Fred 
Kalsic, a Republican from Taylor 

Basljam said he’s honored to 
serve another four-year term. “I 
believe the people support what 
I do,” he said. 

Hopgood, a Democrat from 
Taylor, also beat his opponent 
-Republican Ben Armstrong - by 
a wide margin. When the votes 
were counted, Hopgood received 
6,174 votes in Romulus, and 
Armstrong received 1,313. 
Hopgood will once again repre¬ 
sent District 12 for a two-year 
term. 

Both men appeared to have 
pulled ahead of their competi¬ 
tors in other communities within 
their district by press time. 

Both Basham and Hopgood 
will not be able to seek office 
again because of term limits.

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Walk Across America 

Seniors walk far enough to reach Alabama

Members of the September Days Senior 
Center in Van Buren Township have walked 
from Belleville all the way down to 
Alabama—virtually, that is. 

They wrapped-up their Walk Across 
America program recently during which 38 
participants used the center exercise room to 
accumulate a total of4,605 miles. 

“The seniors here are active already, but 
it’s a unique way to get the incentive going 
Teams were really encouraging,” said Sarah 
Scherdt senior coordinator at the center 
The program allowed participants to 
come in any time between Aug.l-Oct 31 to 
build up walking miles through stair-step¬ 
pers, bikes, treadmills and elliptical 
machines. 

Linda Combs, director of the center, said 
the future of senior centers is all about pro¬ 
moting wellness and aging 

“Every 8 seconds someone turns 60 years 
old, so we have to keep up with the changing 
needs of the people we serve,” she said. “A lot 
of people join the center just for exercise. 
We’re encouraging them to do more because 
you know what they say: ‘use it or lose it’” 

“We also want to keep the thought of the 
Senior Olympics in their mind,” said Scherdt 
The first place team walked about 970 
miles, but it was Charles Hutchison who went 
the furthest with 628 miles. He said it took a 
lot of work and a long time: about 2 hours a 
day, six or seven times a week. 

“I went about 32 miles in one day,” said 
the 74-year-old, first place walker “The worst 
pail was the seat getting hard. It took a lot of

Boike (D-Taylor) will continue 
his run as the second-longest 
serving member of the Wayne 
County Commissioner after he 
won an 18th, two-year term on 
the 12-member body. He earned 
6,070 votes versus his opponent, 
David Garassi, a Republican 
from Taylor, who earned 1,345. 

Brooks Green, a judge at the 
34th District Court, edged out 
Belleville lawyer Thomas 
Dipietro by a 2-1 margin. Brooks 
Green received 5,142 votes in 
Romulus, and Dipietro received 
1,148. 

Romulus had no local ballot 
issues to decide this year, but 
many statewide issues drove vot¬ 
ers into the polls at near -record 
levels, said City Clerk Linda 
Choate. 

“We had 8,218 voters cast bal¬ 
lots, which represents about 48 
percent of our electorate,” she 
said. “We’ve been here all night, 
and this felt very much like a 
presidential election to us.” 

Romulus voters endorsed a 
second term for Gov. Jennifer 
Granholm, who voters narrowly 
chose in a landslide with 6,202 
votes. Her competitor, Grand 
Rapids businessman Dick 
DeVos, who earned 1,804 votes. 
By press time, Granholm was 
leading the polls statewide. 

Two Democrats who received 
broad-based support from 
Romulus voters did not win

There was no Republican 
challenger to Rep. John Dingell, 
who beat Green party candidate 
Aimee Smith 6,714 to 243. 

Ballot proposals also attracted 
voters to the polls. Proposal 1, 
which would require conserva¬ 
tion and recreation funds to 
spent only for those purposes, 
was approved 5,464 votes to 1,872 
Romulus voters bucked 
statewide trend by voting no to 
Proposal 2, which would ban 
affirmative action programs in 
state contracts, hiring, and school 
admissions. By deadline 
Thursday night, it appeared the 
measure would be approved 
statewide. Romulus voters voted 
for the ban 3,077 votes, versus 
4,839 who voted against the baa 
Proposal 3, which would place 
a ban on dove hunting in 
Michigan, was overwhelmingly 
approved by voters 5,974 to 1,760. 

Proposal 4, which would pro¬ 
hibit the government from seiz¬ 
ing property under Eminent 


tions, including annealing, pick¬ 
ling, coating, and wire drawing 
to the automotive and construc¬ 
tion industries, to name a few. 
The 17,500 square-foot expan¬ 
sion will accommodate new 
equipment and machinery 
needed to help meet the needs 
of its customer base.

Domain laws for private use, was 
also approved, 5,353 to 2,305. 

Voters said no to Proposal 5, 
which would have required 
mandatory school funding 
increases at or above the Jevel of 
inflation to pay for education 
programs. Voters nixed the pro¬ 
posal 4,394 to 3260. 

The state of the economy, and 
the importance of the ballot 
issues combined with the guber¬ 
natorial race, drove several peo¬ 
ple into the polls, because all of 
these issues have affected 
Romulus residents differently 
than they have residents in other 
communities, said Patsy Ramsey, 
who voted at city hall Tuesday. 

“I always vote, no matter 
what,” she said. “Affirmative 
action, for one thing, was one of 
the reasons I came out. I also 
voted for Gov. Granholm -1 think 
she has our best interests at 
heart 

“There’s so many things going 
on with jobs and the economy 
that we need people up there to 
do the right things,” she said. 

Choate said that all of the 
totals are unofficial, and that 
Wayne County canvassers will hit 
the streets over the next few days 
to ratify those numbers. The 
results will then be certified by 
the Wayne County Clerk’s office. 

The numbers may be unoffi¬ 
cial, but the turnout wasn’t, 
Choate said. 

“We’re glad to see so many 
people out here,” she said.

the city about 15 years ago, the 
city backed lawsuits to halt opera¬ 
tions at the Citrin Road site near 
Interstate 94 But ultimately, the 
MDEQ gave the go-ahead for the 
company to begin accepting 
400,000 tons of waste from about 
25 trucks per day, according to 
EDS estimates. 

The waste is injected into the 
wells, which are buried 4,500 feet 
below the ground surface. The 
technology has been deemed safe 
in most cases, but officials in 
Romulus said they are not sur¬ 
prised to hear there was a leak 

“I told them when they came 
here that they were full of it; 
especially when they said there 
would be no leaks,” said Lambert 

“You can’t deal with that sort 
of thing and not have problems,” 
he added. “It just doesn’t work 
that way.” 

The Citrin Road facility is on 
hiatus until the problems are 
solved. Douglas Wicklund, the 
president of Birmingham-based 
EDS did not return calls seeking 
comment 

The city is currently involved 
in a joint lawsuit with Wayne 
County and the City of Taylor as a 
last-ditch effort to stop EDS from 
accepting waste. 

Romulus officials were disap¬ 
pointed when a lawsuit filed by 
Sun Oil - a company that oper¬ 
ates a nearby facility and that 
objected to the proximity of the 
two wells to buildings - settled 
out of court 

At this point, the wells are 
believed to be a fact of life for 
Romulus residents, said 
Councilman William Crova. 

“There’s nothing that we (the 
city council) can do to stop the 
wells from operating now,” he 
said. “Nobody’s happy about it; 
I’m certainly not happy about it as 
a councilman or as a resident We 
did everything we could to stop 
them for 15 years - and spent 
about $1 million dollars to fight 
them. There’s not much more 
that can be done” 

Emergency Manager Phil 
Wagner addressed city council 
members at their regular 
Monday night meeting and said 
the city is taking measures to 
protect the public, and that peri¬ 
odic updates would be provided 
to residents. 

One positive aspect of the 
leaks is that new standards could 
be placed on EDS, Lambert said. 

“If the MDEQ is looking at 
what’s happening there, they may 
be able to place tighter restric¬ 
tions on them,” he said. 

Officials from the MDEQ did 
not return calls seeing comment 
for this story.

That’s a good thing, as one election official pointed out recently, 
because it shows there’s a lot of interest 

There were, of course, plenty of important things for voters to 
weigh in on in the election this year, from funding promises to threats 
against innocent little birdies, property rights and plenty of local 
issues, too. 

When that happens, when these and races for political offices 
become so hotly contested, there is bound to be a lot of passion 
involved from those who support or don’t support the proposals, or 
those who favor one candidate over another. 

More often than not, that passion turns ugly. This campaign season 
has been as negative as any in recent memory and it’s hard to say 
which side was worse—if such a comparison should even be made. 
Democrats belittled Republicans; Republicans denigrated Democrats 
to the point where it was nearly necessary to switch channels and 
enjoy the relative peace of, say Nickelodeon or PBS. Somewhere in 
all this mud slinging, the true message got lost The State of Michigan 
has problems and we all need to work together to solve them. 

So how do we do that now? 

How do we work on those problems after weeks of blaming the 
other side for all the ills we’re facing now and will during the next few 
years? 

It will be a wonder if the concept of bi-partisan cooperation will 
survive this election cycle.

Perhaps it’s human nature to feel the need to put others down in 
order to build ourselves up, but that is a sad thought, indeed.

It’s a constant fight, a constant fight 

You’re pushing the needle to the red... 

Editor’s note: This is the sixth in a series of 
columns designed to look at the effect drinking and 
driving can have on one’s life. Education is the goal, 
along with the hope that people can learn from my 
mistake and avoid one of their own. 

The room at the comer of Glenwood and Wayne 
roads in Wayne was filled with smoke and, sadly, 
crowded. 

People of all ages and dress filled the tables, fid¬ 
geted, drank coffee and shifted ashes off of burning 
cigarettes. Posters and banners across the walls 
reminded everyone there of the need to keep com¬ 
ing back to the Northwest Alano Club. 

It was my first Alcoholics Anonymous meeting, a 
requirement of the first offenders class I had been 
sentenced to by the 35th District Court after a 
drunken driving offense earlier this summer. 

We’ve all seen these kinds of meetings depicted 
before, on television, in the movies, or what have 
you. They start up in relatively the same way: a 
group leader gets up, introduces himself on a first 
name basis, cheerfully states that he or she is an 
alcoholic, and things get under way. Prayers are 
said, lists are read about the importance of coming 


back, of fighting every day. 

Then discussion starts out at 
each table. Being a first-timer, I 
was directed to the first step table, where a grizzled 
older man I’ll name Pete led the discussion. He 
started off with his story, then asked the person 
next to him: Well, what about you, Chuck? 

He had words of encouragement and advice for 
each person after they spoke, words designed to 
put a personal prospective on the issue of alco¬ 
holism or drug abuse, something I gradually came 
to realize was not necessarily about making bad 
choices, but of feeling like they had a choice at all. 

Some don’t think they do. That’s what the meet¬ 
ings are for to remind them, each and every one, 
that they do have a choice and that it might not be 
an easy one, but the consequences are dire. 

“You’re the most important person here today, 
Scott,” they kept telling me. They were proud of 
how I was making the first step, the most difficult 
step, admitting there was a problem. 

I burned with shame every time, too, and grew 
increasingly uncomfortable as it grew closer and 
closer to my turn to speak. I didn’t have a problem. I 
was only there because it was a condition of my 
probation. How hollow would those words sound,

It’s a real sign of the times 


Lately, it seems like everywhere I look there 
are signs that residents are looking for answers. 

In the Westland neighborhood in which I grow 
up, for instance, politics have always been person¬ 
al. If a neighbor happens to mention the election 
to you while you are raking the leaves, bringing in 
the mail, or walking the dog, you might discuss it 
Otherwise, you have no idea what the guy-next- 
door’s political leanings are, he has no clue where 
you stand on the issues, and that knowledge gap 
doesn’t bother either one of you. 

Forget installing signs emblazoned with your 
favorite candidates’ names in the front yard, too. 
Those were few and far between. Even during the 
most hard fought races, if there was a sign in the 
yard of one of these homes, it usually meant that 
the homeowner just bought new windows. 

This year, as the election date crept closer, I 
noticed something unusual. Campaign signs— 
seemingly overnight—began to wave over the 
browning lawns. It seemed like a minor aberra¬ 
tion at first, but the signs just kept on multiplying. 
Pick a candidate and somewhere within the block 
he or she had a sign or three. My personal favorite 
was a sign about three streets away that touted a 


candidate running for a seat 
that wasn’t even on the ballot in 
Westland. 

The abrupt about-face 
caught me off guard. There hadn’t been enough 
turnover in the neighborhood to explain the 
change. Then I noticed that the campaign signs 
weren’t alone; there were also a sudden over¬ 
abundance of 'For Sale’ signs as long-time resi¬ 
dents and recent additions alike prepared to 
move on. 

Since then, I’ve been paying attention. It seems 
to be a trend that spans beyond Westland and I 
can’t say that I’m surprised. My theory is that the 
signs are, to some extent, a symbol of political 
awakening after a long battering by the harsh 
economy. Some homeowners seem to be search¬ 
ing for answers in elected officials and striving to 
find someone to help 'fix’ whatever is broken with 
the system.

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Science students bitten by Weather Bug

Emily White, an eighth grade 
student at North Middle School 
in Belleville, said she likes sci¬ 
ence. She also enjoys the new 
WeatherBug program that 
helps her joy for science grow. 

“I like the fact that it’s infor¬ 
mative, easy to use and you can 
use it outside the classroom,” 
said White. “I haven’t done that 
yet, but I intend too.” 

WeatherBug uses equipment 
that broadcasts current weath¬ 
er information on the Internet 
so students can check out what 
conditions are in Belleville, but 
also see live video feed across 
the country 

“Kids can check weather 
from places like London to all 
over the world,” said Todd 
Stehle, an eighth grade Earth 
Science teacher. 

Besides the aesthetics, the 
program also offers educational 
opportunities like temperature, 
wind speed, graphs, time lines, 
mapping and meteorology 
lessons, according to Science 
Teacher Mary Ivan. 

“This increases awareness of 
both local and national weath¬ 
er,” she said. 

“Anyone can use it in the 
building, at home and it will 
also be added to our school web 
page,” she added. “We can also 
utilize this in preparation for 
the Michigan Educational 
Assessment Program (MEAP) 


testing to review and get kids 
interested. Maybe they’ll want 
to use WeatherBug at home, 
too, during their free time 
instead of just instant messag¬ 
ing and checking their favorite 
websites.” 

Currently, the lesson in 
Stehle’s class is Adopt-A-City, 
where students record informa¬ 
tion daily on their city of choice. 
The final product will be a com¬ 
parison. 

“Weather and atmosphere is 
a part of eighth grade science 
so this gives them more con¬ 
crete information,” he said. 
‘They look at the Internet, see 
the examples on how their 
area’s weather is moving and 
see the more global picture of 
it” 

Ivan said her class is doing a 
disaster journal using 


WeatherBug. Students find 10 
different geological disasters 
worldwide and research how 
and why they occurred, along 
with other severe weather 
reports. 

North Middle School is the 
only school in the Van Buren 
Public School District to use 
the program so far, but the dis¬ 
trict hopes to expand to other 
schools if funding becomes 
available. 

“It’s an expensive project,” 
said Ivan. “It was something the 
teachers and Mrs. (Diane) 
Tilson really wanted to do here 
so we used department money 
to purchase the program.” 

“Hopefully once we get mov¬ 
ing other teachers will feel 
comfortable to use 
WeatherBug, too, in other areas 
beyond science,” Ivan added.

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Virtually every animated movie is marketed as one that will appeal 
to the whole family. 

It doesn’t always work out that way but it does in Flushed Away, 
released last week by Paramount Pictures. 

It tells the story of Roddy (Hugh Jackman), a pet in an upscale 
British suburb, who enjoys a literally guilded cage, virtually free rein in 
a vast mansion, plenty of other toys to while away the time with and all 
that When his family leaves for a trip, though, he realizes how lonely he 
is. 

Enter Sid (Shane Richie) a sewer rat that somehow gets pumped up 
the pipes into Roddy’s idyllic home. An effort to trick the obnoxious 
sewer rat back into the pipes misfires and Roddy finds himself ‘flushed 
away.’ 

He winds up in the London underground—literally—a whole city in 
the sewer system with discarded items put together to resemble the leg¬ 
endary city above. Big Ben, London Bridge, all can be found in this sewer 
town—sort of 

Roddy’s quest to return home finds him teeming up with a sassy she-rat 
named Rita (Kate Winslett), captain of the Jammy Dodger, a sort of salvage ship. 

Rita is trying to keep away from two thugs, Spike (Andy Serkis) and Whitey (hilariously 
voiced by Bill Nighy), a misplaced laboratory rat They work for the Toad (Ian McKellan), who has a 
diabolical plan to flush the whole sewer city away, therefore ridding himself of pip presence of all the furry 
vermin. 

The voice talent in the film is second to none. 

McKellan should voice every animated villain from here 
on out, as effective and over the top as he was. Jackman 
puts in a good performance as Roddy—even his singing 
isn’t all that bad. Winslett is terrific as the self-sufficient 
Rita. 

The visuals are astounding, both the rare glimpses of 
the above ground world (referred to as TJp Top 5 ) and the 
sewer land, itself Younger viewers will get a chaise out of 
that, as well as the fast-paced plot and silly antics of both 
the heroes and the villains. Most characters provide their 
own sound effects, too, and when they don’t there are a 
number of singing slugs that will chip in some background 
music, scary noises and silly tunes. Jean Reno has a solid 
bit part as Le FYog, Toad’s cousin, who leads an acrobatic 
group of frog underlings. 

Parents will enjoy the witty dialogue and subtle in¬ 
jokes. The tone for that is set in the early minutes of the 
film, when Roddy is going through his wardrobe to find a 
suitable pair of clothes, discarding a Wolverine costume 
(Jackman played the snarling mutant in all three X-men 
films) in the process. 

In a year that featured plenty of weaker fare for 
younger viewers, Flushed Away hits on all cylinders. It’s a 
solid effort for children and adults, alike.

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Borat: Cultural Learnings of America for Make Benefit Glorious Nation of Kazkakstan

One might watch Borat Sagdiyev kiss¬ 
ing, wrestling and high-fiving his way west¬ 
ward across the United States and say, 
“Thank God he didn’t come across me.” 

Borat is the creation of British comedi¬ 
an Sacha Baron Cohen and was first intro¬ 
duced to American audiences on HBO’s 
“Da Ali G Show.” He arrived on the big 
screen last week, with Borat: Cultural 
Learnings of America for Make Benefit 
Glorious Nation of Kazakhstan. 

If you are a fan of Borat, you stand to 
gain little from a review of the film. You 
get the short version: go see it, you will not 
be disappointed. 

If you don’t know who Borat is or what 
the fuss is about, well, I’m not sure I can 
help you, either. Even if you understand 
the social commentary about prejudice 
and ignorance that permeates the film, 
you still may not want to endure all the toi¬ 


let humor (literally) to witness the payoff. 

Suffice to say, Borat is one of the most 
gratifyingly executed comedies produced 
in recent memory. It makes other films 
that tackle the same themes appear timid 
in comparisoa 

Borat is one of three characters over 
the years that Cohen has immersed him¬ 
self in: there’s also the aforementioned Ali 
G—a pasty-faced British wannabe-gangs- 
ta—and Bruno, a flamboyantly gay 
Austrian fashion critic. Cohen uses each of 
them to serve the same purpose: stand 
next to an unsuspecting person, ask them 
offensive and outrageous questions and 
document the whole mess that ensues. 

In fact, what’s most outrageous (and 
most humorous) is not what Borat says or 
does, but that the “regular” people he says 
or does things to don’t realize immediately 
that it’s all a hoax. Credit that both to 


Cohen’s complete devotion to his charac¬ 
ters, an apparently dodgy explanation of 
what the camera is actually there for, and 
a careful choice of victims: mostly white 
Southerners and probably not HBO sub¬ 
scribers. 

In the film, Borat sets out from his 
impoverished village of Kuzek with the 
intent to film a documentary about the 
United States. He gives us a brief introduc¬ 
tion (His hobbies are ping pong, “disco 
dance” and “sun-bathe.”) Upon arrival 
stateside, he tries to greet strangers on a 
New York City subway with a peck on the 
cheeks. As one might expect, his advances 
are returned with threats of violence that 
can’t be related in these pages. Then, 
Borat’s suitcase falls open to release the 
chicken he’s naturally been carrying

inside. 

That’s just the first hint of 
Cohen’s reckless, refreshing bold¬ 
ness, which sustains through the 
film as Borat wanders into situa- 
' tion after situation: he stops in a 
. seemingly dangerous neighbor¬ 
hood in Atlanta to ask directions 
from a group of African 
Americans. “You look like 
Michael Jackson, uh, ‘Beat It!”’ 
he exclaims. The men take him, 
rightly, for an idiot, but they laugh 
and school him on how to act on 
the streets. 

Anticipation of the innocents’ 
reaction is what really makes this 
movie work: What will they say 
when he does that? At almost 
every location, Cohen is alterna¬ 
tively submitting his victims to 
annoyance, shock, frustration or 
disgust In his most clever situa¬ 
tions, he’s baiting them into say¬ 
ing something terrible. Backstage 
at a rodeo, an old man advises 
Borat to shave his mustache so 
he doesn’t get confused with a 
Muslim (and, consequently, a ter¬ 


rorist), and then gladly gives him 
a high-five when he learns that in 
Kazakhstan, homosexuals are 
executed more or less on the 
spot 

That’s a fictionalized version 
of Kazakhstan, by the way. The 
real place is understandably 
quite upset at the way Borat rep¬ 
resents it—as a country full of 
rapists and prostitutes, run by 
Jew-hating misogynists like him. 
Obliterating the reputation of a 
sovereign nation is an unfortu¬ 
nate means to an end, though. It 
makes Borat seem real enough to 
the Americans he skewers, but 
obscure enough to create an 
elaborate alternate universe in 
which a Kazakh reporter would 
want to buy a gun with the stated 
purpose of hunting Jews. 

One hopes that everyone 
rolling with laughter in the the¬ 
ater knows Cohen isn’t making 
fun of Jews (the actor is Jewish 
himself) or foreigners or 
whomever, but playing on peo¬ 
ple’s fear and suspicions about 
someone who is different from 
them. Borat allows us to laugh at 
the absurdity of cultural misun¬ 
derstanding, and the greater 





stage of cinema gives him license 
to leave no holds—or slurs— 
barred. 

Then again, Cohen does few 
interviews out of character, so we 
can only guess at his motives. I 
would suspect that his first goal, 
like most comedians, is to get a 
laugh, and any political message 
is secondary. We can spend all 
the time we want talking about 
the disturbing American under¬ 
belly Borat exposes in his “docu¬ 
mentary,” but the fact is Cohen 
has gotten us to laugh at 90Ynin- 
utes of funny voices and poop 
jokes, too, and he’s one of few 
actors to do it so brilliantly.

found ways to move the ball against one 
of the toughest defenses in the state. 
With five seconds left in the first half, 
junior Tyler Hockey nailed a 20-yard 
field goal to cut Canton’s lead, 7-3. Then, 
with 5:47 left in the third, Arik Habay 
ran it in from seven yards out to give 
South Lyon a 10-7 lead. 

For the most part it was like watching

The Inkster Vikings defeated Madison 
Heights Bishop Foley, 32-13, at home on 
Saturday to capture the Division 6 district 
football crown and to send them in to the 
regional finale against Olivet at 1 p.m. at 
home on Saturday. 

Inkster struggled early against the 
Ventures on Saturday but Head Coach 
Greg Carter and crew found Foley’s weak¬ 
ness and turned things around in the sec¬ 
ond half for the victory. 

The contest was a hard-nosed, tough- 
yardage plight for both teams reminding 
Carter of his days coaching in the catholic 
league. 

“With how physical the game was and 
how well prepared the other team was 
really takes me back and reminds me of 
the old days,” he said.

Scott Ryan thought he was as healthy as anyone 
he knew. He was 29. He’d never been very sick. He 
had never even been to a hospital. 

Then, in 2004, an accident while moving into his 
house prompted a trip to the emergency room, 
where an MRI scan found a much deeper prob¬ 
lem. He had a large brain tumor called acoustic 
neuroma, which affects just one in 100,000 people. 

It became clear Ryan would need surgery to 
remove the tumor. It would be dangerous and 
would have lingering effects from which he might 
never recover His doctors were able to give him a 
wealth of medical information: the tumor was 
benign, but growing near his inner ear, dangerous¬ 
ly affecting brain functions, balance and hearing. 
Still, he didn’t know anybody who had been 
through the anxiety of being diagnosed with such a 
condition or who had gone through brain surgery. 

‘1 felt the need to talk to someone about it,” said 
Ryan, a Canton resident “I immediately turned to 
the web to see what kind of information I could 
find. For my specific type of tumor there was noth¬ 
ing at all. Before my first surgery I couldn’t find 
anybody.” 

He ended up having two surgeries to remove 
most of the tumor. His wife and family helped him 
through the recovery process, but after his second 
surgery last spring, he thought there could be a 
better way of networking patients together 

A visit to the website MySpace.com sparked an 

idea, and while he recovered this summer he and 

a friend developed Patient-Network.com, a social 

networking site geared specifically toward those 

anticipating or recovering from serious health 

issues.

‘Tve always dabbled in web design and things 
like that,” he said. “I had months off after my 
surgery and couldn’t really do much (else).” 

The free website launched in August and has 
grown to 100 members through word of mouth. 
Members can create their own profiles, keep blogs 
about their experiences, post pictures and form 
networks of “friends,” similar to MySpace. 

Ryan said he wants to make his website the 
largest patient site in the world. It makes sense: 
the Internet can go beyond traditional, local sup¬ 
port groups, he said. Patients who are housebound 
can share their stories and get moral support from 
across the nation. There’s also the additional bene¬ 
fit of having a larger pool of knowledge. Through 
the site, Ryan said he’s met at least five other peo¬ 
ple who have or have had the same rare tumor he 
did.

At its simplest, Ryan said, Patient-Network.com 
is a place to hang out. No medical advice is 
shared—Ryan said that’s best left to the experts, 
and it’s just not the goal of the network. 

“It’s more like, ‘I’m having brain surgery. I know 
you’ve had it what did you do to recover?”’ said 
Ryan. 

Ryan has his own blog on the 
site, where he posts under the 
name MSUSCOTTIE and contin¬ 
ues to recount his two-year 
ordeal and detail his recovery. He 
has balance problems, he’s lost 
all hearing in his left ear and has 
no feeling on the left side of his 
face. A small piece of the tumor 
still remains, because removing it 
would have paralyzed his face 
completely. He has to undergo 
MRI scans every six months to 
make sure it does not grow. 

_ Still, on his blog, he shares his 
hopes with his new friends. 

“My face was twitching on 9/8!” 
he posted recently. “Does that 
mean the nerve is regenerating? 

Might I actually be able to feel my 
face again someday?”

The City of Belleville leaf collection 
program, which has already started, will 
continue until December 

The program is divided into two service 
areas to make the process more conve¬ 
nient and efficient City crews will pick up 
leaves in each area on alternating weeks 
according to the schedule. 

The collection for the weeks of Nov. 13 
and Nov. 27 will include: Huron River 
Drive, Angola Street, Robbe Avenue, 
Madelon Street, Roland Street, Bedell 
Street, Clarence Street, Greylock Street, 
North and South Biggs, North and South 
Edgemont, Wexford Street Potter Street 
Henry Street and East and West Wabash. 

The collections during the weeks of 
Nov. 20 and Dec. 4 will include: the 
Harbour Point subdivision, North and 
South Liberty Street, First Street, Second 
J Street, Third Street, Fourth Street, Fifth 


Street, Church Street, Charles Street, 
Brain Edison, High Street, East and West 
Columbia, Main Street, Roy’s Street, 
Savage Road, South Street, Sumpter Road 
and the Victoria Commons subdivision. 

Piles of leaves—without twigs and yard 
waste—should be placed between the side¬ 
walk and curb, not in the road. Leaves will 
be left uncollected if they can’t be accessed 
because of parked cars. Twigs and other 
yard waste may be placed in paper bags or 
yard waste containers for the regular 
Friday refuse collection through Nov. 25. 

Only leaves, grass clippings and garden 
waste may be placed for leaf collection 
between the sidewalk and curb. If there 
are any twigs, sticks, paper, rocks, trash or 
garbage of any kind, the city will not be 
able to pick up the pile and residents will 
be responsible for the removal of the mate¬ 
rial.
